Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Tfie prior art does not teach a 
positive type photosensitive polyimide composition comprising a solvent soluble polyimide and a 
photoacid generator wherein the polyimide is obtained by reacting an aliphatic or aiicyciic letracarDoxyiic 
dianhydride and an aliphatic or aiicyciic diamine or a diaminosiloxane. While this is a product by process 
claim no art was found which reads on these two reagent forming a polyimide for a positive type 
photosensitive polyimide composition comprising a photoacid generator. 

The closest prior art is Itatani et al U.S. patent no. 6,627,377 which teaches a positive type 

photosensitive polyimide composition comprising a solvent soluble polyimide and a photoacid generator, 

however, the polyimide is made by reacting aromatic tetracarboxylic dianhydride and aromatic diamines 

as shown in col. 4, lines 38-44, repeated below. 

The polyimide contained in the polyimide composition 
according to the present invention consKts essentially of one 
or more aromatic diamine components and one or more 
aromatic acid components, and is produced by direct imi- 
dation reaction between one or more aromatic diamines and 
one or more aromatic tetracarboxylic dianhydrides.
